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When the sworn enemies of the people have united in erder to suppress 


them, the people are left with but one choice, and that is to unite and 
build a strong front against their common enemy, For "united we stand as 
strong as a mountain, whereas divided we are as breakable as a glass. And 
that is what the heroic people of Oman have done under the great leadership 
of the People's Front For the Liberation of Oman (P, verei 
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disease, and near 100% illiteracy, backed by the rule of terror 
prevailed. The puppet regime of Saied bin Taymur, used these 
means to keep the people under control. Therefore he allowed 
Britain free reign in the plunder of the wealth of this region. Under 
the dictatorial rules of British puppets, the Omani people were not 
allowed to wear glasses, trousers, shoes, smoke cigarettes, or 
listen to radio. There were not schools, except for the royal 
family, no doctors or hospitals, no roads, no electricity and no 
water system. Slavery was still in existence. Women were treated 
like animals and imprisoned in their dwellings. This brutal 
oppression was maintained by heavy taxation on farm products 
and fishing equipment. Arrable lands were exclusively dominated 
by the Sultan. For decades, the 20th century was not allowed to 
penetrate the wall that the Sultan had drawn around Oman to 
continue his terrorist rule of the people. But Britain was not the 
only greedy imperialist power, exploiting the wealth of the 
nation. After the British withdrawal from the Persian Gulf area in 
1968, U.S. took its place — with the help of the fascist regime of 
the Shah. 


THE PEOPLES’ STRUGGLE WILL BE VICTORIOUS 

When the sworn enemies of the people have united in order to 
suppress them, the people are left with but one choice, and that is 
to unite and build a strong front against their common enemy. For 
“united we stand as strong as a mountain, whereas divided we are 
as breakable as a glass.” And that is what the heroic people of 
Oman have done under the great leadership of the PFLO. Despite 
the brutal attacks and oppression put down upon them on all 
sides, the people continued to resist against the Sultan of Oman 
and the Shah of Iran. Just as they had struggled against the 
Dutch, Portuguese, and the British in the past. 

Beginning with the revolution of June 9, 1965, the peoples’ 
fighters resorted to armed struggle in order to achieve national 
independence and liberation. This resulted in the greater 
radicalization of the revolutionary movement and the liberation of 
90% of Dhofar by 1969. They have learned well the lesson that 
“the only answer to anti-revolutionary violence is revolutonary 
violence.” While building hospitals, providing hospitals, provid- 
ing medicare, building roads and developing agricultures. They 
have abolished slavery and polygamy, emancipated women from 
household drudgery and brought them into vast participation on 
all fronts of struggle. All these successes were achieved through 
the efforts of the revolution, backed in totality by the masses of 
the people. 

On the other hand, the peoples’ fighters have dealt great blows 
to the forces of the enemy and liberated many artillerys and 
equipment for their revolutionary cause. What the imperialists 
and their paper tigers fail to understand, is that when the 
oppressed peoples of the world rise up to make revolution, it 
takes more than bullets to stop them. Like the people of Vietnam, 
today the people of Oman have risen and are determined to fight 
back to undo their rusted chains of slavery. They want to bring 
freedom, equality, liberation and total independence. 


BUT WHAT CAN AMERICAN PEOPLE GET OUT OF ALL THIS? 

In carrying out such crimes, the ruling-class in this country, and 
the Shah want to make the American people think that their 
interests are at one with the Pentagon and their aggression to 
Oman. They want to dupe the people into thinking that the big 
multinational monopolies and oil corporations are working in the 
interest of the American people. Sure, the big corporations 
obtained a lot of profits from the plunder of other peoples. But 
where and when did it help the people of this country? All they got 
was being ripped off of billions of their tax dollars going to the aid 
of the regimes of Thieu in Vietnam, and the Shah of Iran in forms 
of arms. The only thing that the American people got was the 
“privilege” of dying for those profits! When the people in this 
country were forced to pay higher prices for fuel, they suffered. 
But the big oil companies didn’t. No, they used the occasion to 
jack-up prices as much as they could under the guise of “Energy 
Crisis” and they profited at the expense of working people in this 
country. Neither did the people in the Gulf get anything from the 
price raises. Since it's not the people in the Gulf who have control 
over their resources. It's the U.S. and its puppet regimes, who 
profit from it all at the expense of both American people and the 
peoples of the Gulf area. 

So the Iranian and American people have the same interests, 
fighting those who oppress them. As Malcolm X puts it: “Whena 
man has organized a united from against us, we have to build a 
united front against him.” All this can’t be done without your 
help. We have to fight the Shah of Iran, Qaboos of Oman and their 
bosses to make them meet our demands. We have to make the 
freedom loving voice of the people of Oman be heard to the 
peoples of the world, in order to fight those oppressors together 
and fight them hard. 


Remember Vietnam! An old village in a backward kept country 
with Napalm bombs falling on the people, burning villages and 
homes. Cries of wounded children heard everywhere looking for 
their lost parents. Civilians and elderly people being bullied and 
massacred. Pregnant women being assaulted, raped, and 
slaughtered. Food supplies and medicine being cut off from the 
outside. Water resources being poisoned and cultivated lands 
destroyed from bomb shells. But here, the aggressors are not 
wearing G.I. fatigues, yet they operate the same helicopters, 
fighter planes, machine guns and tanks, with the same infamous 
three colors of red, white, and blue marked U.S.A. 

No, this is not a dream, or an adventure story. But an actual 
reality in life where we most probably can’t see the crimes, feel 
the tension, or smell the blood. This is not Vietnam either in 1965. 
This is Oman in 1977. A Mid-Eastern country in the lower edge of 
the Persian Gulf. Under the name of “human rights” or “defending 
freedom and democracy,” they continued a savage attack against 
an oppressed peoples fighting for independence the war mongers 
are the same, and the heavy artillery is supplied from the same 
source — the Pentagon. Only this time, the soldiers carrying out 
the brutal mission are not American G.I.’s. They are poor 
peasants and workers dragged from Iran, not knowing that the 
people they were supposed to kill had the same color of blood, 
red, as the color of their aspirations. 

History repeats itself in different colors and shades. This is a 
war of aggression once again launched by the same old 
well-hated Uncle Sam and his appointees — the Shah of Iran, and 
Qaboos, the Sultan of Oman. 

U.S. INVOLVEMENT IN MIDEAST 

After the defeat of Nixon's Doctrine of “Vietnamization,” the 
U.S. has been militarily bolstering its No. 1 puppets in different 
regions of the third world. Thus turning them into regional 
gendarmes to protect U.S. economic, political, and military 
interests. The main duties of these gendarmes are: 

1 — Suppression of people’s struggles for freedom and 
independence from foreign domination. 

2 — Consolidation of U.S. control in these regions in the face of 
penetration by other imperialist countries. Particularly by other 
super power, the Soviet Union, which is also involved in a 
reactionary plot for gaining dominance in this region. This policy 
not only has others doing all the dirty work for the U.S. but also 
makes them pay the price, thereby enriching U.S. monopoly 
corporations. 

In the Persian Gulf, Nixon's Doctrine is extensively applied. 
This region is of vital economic and strategic importance: the 
intersection between Europe, North Africa and Asia. This area 
also holds ۷۵۵۲ the world's known oil reserves and has become 
the life blood of Western Europe, and Japan, which depend on it 
for their energy needs, 60% and 90% respectively. The control, 
therefore, is not only of enormous economic importance, bringing 
billions of dollars profit to the U.S. oil monopolies yearly, but all 
vital for world domination and control. 

For this reason, the U.S. has picked its most reliable servant, 
the infamous dictator, the Shah of Iran to protect its interests in 
the Persian Gulf. And for this purpose has geared the entire 
economy of Iran towards militarization and development of 
espionage networks. The Shah has been supplied with the most 
sophisticated military hardware at an average of $3 billion 
annually, in exchange of oil. These arms are used not only to 
suppress the peoples’ movement in Iran, but to extend its 
repression to Oman. 

Since Dec. 1973, the decadent regime of the Shah has been 
waging a war of aggression against the liberation struggle of the 
people of Oman, a movement led by the Peoples’ Front for the 
Liberation of Oman (PFLO). The 30,000 Shah’s troops invaded the 
liberated areas of the Dhofari province of Oman, bombing, 
napalming, and slaughtering the people. However, in spite of 
British and U.S. direct leadership of this barbaric invasion, the 
Shah’s regime has been dragged into a quicksand just as the U.S. 
experienced in Vietnam. And as many 6۰۱.5 refused to go to war 
to kill their brothers in Vietnam, there were 160 soldiers among 
Shah’s troops, who were courtmarshalled and executed in_Iran for 
refusing to go to Oman, in early 1975, by the Shah’s orders, 
because they refused to bomb the liberated province of Dhofar. 
HISTORICAL BACKGROUND 

June 9th marks the 12th anniversary of the Omani revolution. 
Since 1965, the Omani people have been struggling against the 
British invaders, and other puppet regimes such as Sultan of 
Musquat (Qaboos), Saudi Arabia, Jordan, and the Shah of Iran. 

For over 150 years, Oman had been under the rule of the British 
and in accordance with British colonial policy to keep it under the 
most abject backwardness and poverty. The British, in order to 
maintain their own rule in that country, kept Oman under the 
medieval rule of local despotic regimes. In this way, poverty,

- Can you. tell us about recent developments in the Situation in 
Oman and >the Gulf region? ۱ 


- These developments take place at three, levels: military, poli 
tical and diplomatic. At the military level, as you know, ‘the 
foreign forces- launched a new campaign last October. In December 
1974 the Anglo-Iranians had already attempted, without success, 
and at the price of significant losses, to isolate the liberated 
areas from Democratic Yemen and to destroy the Front's military 
potential in these areas. In the course of the last campaign, 

' which lasted over three months, the Iranian troops which spear- 
head the enemy forces, occupied new positions on the Yemeni 
border. This has been made possible by the use of unprecédented 
means. While part°of our troops in the Western region were facing 
penetration attempts from the large Iranian bases -at-Manston, 
Heroun and the Damavand line, powerful airborne troops established 
a number of new positions between the Sarfeet base and Darbat 

Ali in Yemeni territory. Two new factors have made the enemy's 
operations easier: the use in all these operations of powerful 

air cover and the Iranian Navy's bombings. At the moment the 
Tranian forces have succeeded in establishing new positions in 

the Sarfeet Damavand sector and on the Yemeni Border. 


- What is the Yemeni position on this? 


- That is a question you must ask the Yemeni authorities. In 
any case it is important to remember that the relevant factors 
are not solely military. Last October the tranian Navy and 
Air Force bombed up to 80 kilometres inside Democratic Yemen's 
borders in a flagrant act of war. But the most significant 
thing is that the attack was officially announced by Teheran's 
radio and press. The Iranian regime proclaimed what it might 
have been expected to conceal - the attack by Iranian forces 
on an Arab country, over 1000 kms away from Iran: In the con- 
text of normal inter-#rab solidarity, this action would be 
expected to bring about unanimous and powerful responses. But, 
encouraged by the ease with which it succeede¢ in buying silence 
compliance and complicities, the Shah's regime has been able 
to claim it. 


And that estimation was correct. Carrying recordings of Teheran 
radio's announcements, Yemeni delegations visited a number of 
Arab capitals to gain support against Iran. Without exception, 
the response was surprising, even cynical: "Why don't you first 
of all sort out your conflict with the Sultanate?" advised many 
states. Democratic Yemen, as well as ourselves must both take 
act unt of this situation. 


For the Front, for example...? 


- We consider the possibility of an Iranian attack on Democra- 
tic Yemen, and of Yemen's inability to resist it.

- Militarily, yes, but in the final analysis, this is a politi- 
cal decision. For example the neighbouring countries, those 
which are most concerned, would not give any concrete support. 


- What are the consequences. of this situation on the ground? 
Are your forces in Dhofar isolated? 


- Communications between Yemen and the liberated areas are not 
cut, but it is no longer »vossible, as it used to be,.for large 
“supply caravans to cross the border. You must remember, however 
that during the first years of our struggle, in fact until 1969, 
we did not depend on supplies transiting through Yemen. And 
more recently, since the 1973 +tranian invasion, the central and 
astern regions have become self-sufficiant. ixternal supply 
problems’ cannot be decisive for the continuation of armed strug- 
“gle. Our largest units have now been split up into small groups 
and reorganised. These groups are fed by the population. They 
buy basic products, arms and ammunition in contraband from the 
auxiliaries of the Sultan's Army. 


arnt AS precisely in order to prevent communication between 
your forces and the local population that the British counter- 
guerrilla strategists attempt to concentrate the rural popula- 


tion in regroupment centres. Aren't your forces likely to 
find themselves isolated in the long run? 


This brings up the problem of what our enemies call‏ بت 
"pacification". Indeed, they use the tactic of the carrot‏ 

and the stick to attract the population to their "regroupment 
centres" = we call them concentration camps. The carrot is 

the offer of facilities and money to move to these camps, the 
stick is the attacks on the people and the means of subsistence 
of those who refuse. Jt is an attempt to realise the Sultan's 
old dream of ‘emptying the water to catch the fish". On the 
whole the rur 1 population refuses to move to these camps, 
except for th se people who have lost everything and have no 
choice. The «xisting regroupments of population principeily 
involge former townspeople who. had fled the towns to escape 
Britash,ybombardments. At first, the British were satisfied with 
the creation of these camps in which the pepulation is housed, 
fed and paid without having to work for this, in order ‘to cut 
them off totally from the outside world; there is now an attempt 
to enrol this population as an auxiliary force for the Sultan's 
army. But discontent and contradictions are developing. 


The firgas, the auxiliary forces, have been formed on tribal 
affiliations. At the moment, incidents between different tribal 
groups are innumerable and even sometimes battles take place 
between them. These rivalries play into the hands of the occu- 
pation forces as they divide the Omanis and dull ‘national 
consciousness. Of course, they also assist us, and ‘the firga 
units have never been a serious threat to our fighters: The 
British themselves consider them "unreliable". and they confess 
that they have been a "disappointment". i 


- What changes has the Iranian intervention brought about on 
the ground? i i ; 


-. This intervention has caused considerable difficulties for us 
The outpouring of. 2 colossal and barbaric force on a territory ۲ 
the size of Dhofar cannot pass without any consequences. Before 


this intervention, most of the inhabitants of Dhofar lived 


safely in the liberated zones, organised according to democratic 
principles. Today, the rural population and our fighters among 
it, face an enemy which is able to bomb any point of the terri- 
tory at any time and even land troops and surround, search, 
interrogate and imprison. The populations' relationship with 

the enemy has changed. Like our units, the people must take into 
consideration the enemy's new possibilities. Caution is the rule, 
and our organisation has been remolded. “This is the price we 
have to pay to enable us to continue confronting the interven- 
tion forces. Foreign.observers have a valuable barometer to 
estimate the current level of the struggle: it is the extent 

of foreign: military presence. This presence has never been so 
massive. As long as the foreign armies remain, the war continues. 


- Hou recognise that Iranian troops have conquered new positions 


in Dhofar. Isn't their momentum irresistible? 


- Our two main assets remain the people's support and the pre- 
servation of our military and human potential, A war of libera- 
tion cannot be evaluated with the same criteria as a classi¢al 
war, for example by measuring the movement of a battle front. 

Is it necessary to mention the recent historic examples where 
measuring the success of counter-revolutionary forces by popu- 
lation movements and controlled territory has pro ed a bad risk? 
Nor must we lose sight of the fact that although it is in Dhofar 
that the resent conflict finds its most violent expression, the 
stake is no smaller in the rest of Oman. 


In Northern Oman the foreign forces are consolidating their 
presence and official declarations have confirmed the presence 
of Iranian troops in their bases in the north as well. That is 
the manifestation of a global Iranian po’ icy in which Oman is 
no more than a stage, a bridegehead on the way to control of 
the Arab Peninsula. This policy has visible consequences. It 
has brought about extremely significant changes. 


- WHat kind of changes? 


- One example: the Omani power structures have practically 
disappeared. Both at. the local and regional levels the only 
authority is that of-over t00-mixed - Anglo-Iranian-.commissions; 
which are responsible to the Sultanate's National Security 7 
Council, an organ the majority of whose members are foreign _ 
officers. Everything is.done to weaken the authority of those 
who, for one.reason or another, are considered to be traditional 
nationalists. A number of chiefs of the Omani interior and 
former supporters of the Imam have been given positions in Muscat 
where they represent nobody byt themselves. There they can get 
a share of the national cake by taking commissions on the’ pro- 
_jects which go through their hands. More generally it can be 
«said that corruption and trafficking of influence reach all 
levels of the administration from the humblest civil servant to 
the Sultan. In this way they can extend slightly the social 
base. of the regime, but it is impossible to set up a reform 
programme which would form an adequate response to the libera- 
tion movement. This impossibility is financial but mainly po- 
litical: favouritism and individualism prevent the determination 
of a policy; each minister introduced his tribe into his admi- 
nistration.

Repression in the Sultanate is massive: 800 political 
prisoners are held in miserable conditions. Some are tortured, 
others executed. In the oil companies and the building sites 
of the foreign companies, demands for the inprovement of working 
conditions are treated like attempts at subvession and referred 
directly to the security services. These departments are run 
by British, Jordanian and, now the SAVAK has its own organisation 
in the country, Iranians. The Iranian grip over Oman is not 
merely at the mikitary and police levels. The Sultanate's 
-foreign policy is now aligned on Teheran's. At the beginning 
of the year the creation of the "Arabian Gulf News Agency" 
brought about threatening noises from the Iranian regime. The 
Foreign minister Zawawi. immediately went to Teheran to explain 
that responsibility for the initiative did not come from the 
Sultanate. According to the Shah, Iranian troops are in Oman 

. otat the Sultan's request". How are these statements to be under- 
stood when it is lear: that the- Suttanr-has-in.fact giyen his 
allegiance to the Iranian regime? 


The Persianisation of the country is going well. Students are 
no longer allowed to study in the Arab country of their choice. 
Many of them are sent to a special university in Chiraz. News 
bulletins regularly begin with Iranian news. The school sylla- 
bus has even been modified "to erase" from the history books 
any mention of Persian invasions of the country. 


- These changes. have taken place at the level of the power 


structures. They are also social... 


- Yes, the former social structures are slowly disappearing 

and new ones emerging. The establishment of these new structures 
and the polarisation of the new patriotic forces go side by side. 
Politically the popular masses feel the need to resist. But we 
are progressing carefully in the organisation of this resistance 
in-order not to repent past errors in this field. Three factors 
made our work easier in Northern Oman: the regime's political 
bankruptcy, our experience and the development of revolutionary 
consciousness among the population. 


- What do you think of recent diplomatic rapprochements between 


certain states of the region? 


- First it must be said that we have no position of principle 
against the normalisation of state to state relations. Norma- 
lisations have taken place between Iraq and Iran, Iraq and Saudi 
Arabia, and Democratic Yemen and Saudi Arabia. In the first 
case: we think. that the Iranian regime has been able to use the 
agreement reached to reinforce its pressure onus. In the last 
case we consider that the establishment of relations with Saudi 
' Arabia must be accompanied by great vigilance at the internal 
level so that the Yemeni people are made aware of the differences 
between the two regimes. Saudi Arabia does not establish rela- 
tions for the benefit of the Yemeni regime and the latter must 
remgin on its guard. We also say that the establishment of 

such relations must not influence the attitude of Democratic 
Yemen towards the Omani revolution and the other revolutionary 
movements. 


- Do you think that Democratic Yemen is showing a certain 
‘lack of vigilance’ at the moment? pi

- The agreement was announced by a flat communique, and since 
then we have not seen any public explanation campaign, neither 
within the country nor outside, among all those for whom 
Democratic Yemen represents a symbol and an example whose weight 
goes far beyond its importance as a state. An end should be 

put to all the rumours which circulate on the agreement and 
which harm Democratic Yemen. 


- What are the positive aspects of the agreement? 


- It makes it possible to freeze a front and to concentrate 
efforts against Iranian agression. Greater internal stability 
can also assist the realisation of the Five Year Plan. 


- Do the Yemeni authorities now impose limitations to your 
activities? 


- We must ourselves take into consideration these new relations 
if we are to maintain good relations with the Yemeni authorities. 


- Do you Think that Arabia can play any part in opposition to 


Iran? 


- There are contradictions between Iran and Saudi Arabia; the 
latter is attempting to create a block of alliances capable of 
opposing Iran's hegemonic ambitions on the states which it 

wants itself to dominate. But to give Iran no pretext to inter- 
vene Saudi Arabia doubles its efforts to liquidate the national 
and progressive movements in the peninsula and to form a homoge- 
neous reactionary block under its tutelage. But it is not 

ready to enter into open conflict with Iran. However there is 
at the moment a struggle between different tendencies within the 
Saudi family on this issue. We are following this with attentia 


In the final analysis, the object of competition between the two 
regimes is the defence of US interests which encourage arms 
purchases by their proteges to enable them to impose as US}solution 
to the Arab-Israel conflict. 
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Tealso‘Has*"good“relations with the 
socialist states, especially the Soviet 
Union, which is rendering us in- 
valuable assistance, We maintain ties 
with a whole number of progressive 
non-Arab states (for instance, with 
Guinea and Tanzania) and with the 
National Liberation Front of South 
Vietnam. Our Front is a member of 
such international democratic bodies 
as the Afro-Asian Peoples’ Solidarity 
Organization and the World Peace 
Council. 


Question: What has the Front al- 
ready done and what is it doing now 
in the liberated zone? 


Answer: Despite the war condi- 
tions, we are trying to build in the 
liberated areas of Dhofar the kind 
of life we want to see in the whole 
of Oman. Our achievements are in- 
disputable. Here are some of them, 


We have established the People’s 
Liberation Army which is made up 
of poor peasants, shepherds and 
workers. The Army, which is poli- 
tically guided\by the Front, does not 
only fight the enemy but helps the 
people in agriculture, road construc- 
tion, well sinking, building of reser- 
voirs, etc. The Front has armed the 
masses in the liberated zone. The 
People’s Militia, like the Army, also 
performs two functions: it defends 
the liberated zone from invasion and 
subversive activities, and takes part 
in production and in the zone’s de- 
velopment, 


New farms are being set up and 
the area under crops extended to 
enable people to provide themselves 
with the food they need in face of 
the enemy’s economic blockade of the 
liberated zone,

THE PEOPLE OF DHOFAR FIGHT ON 


The following is the transcript of the interview granted to 
“New Times” special correspondent Mikhail Fyodorov by Ahmed 
‘Abdel Samad, member of the Central Command of the People’s 
Front for the Liberation of Oman and the Persian (Arabian) Gulf, 


we have liberated about 5,600 square 
miles of territory lying inland and 
one-third of the coast between the 
towns of Rakhyout and Dalkout, 

The liberation war in Oman has 
exposed the anti-national nature of 
the local regime, which has enlisted 
the assistance of the Britons an 
Iranian troops. Together with other 
national organizations, the Front has 
rallied the masses to intensify the 
struggle. 


< Although foreign presence is at 
times rather well camouflaged, it is 
now impossible to conceal that there 
are British, Iranian and other troops 
there. And the masses are waging a 
stubborn struggle to free the country 
from alien oppressors. 


Our struggle for a just cause is no 
longer isolated, for we have suc- 
ceeded in bringing the truth about it 
home to the Arab masses and world 
public opinion, ‘The Front has es- 
tablished close relations with many 
Arab national democratic organiza- 
tions and some Arab countries (Peo- 
ple’s Democratic Republic of Yemen, 
Iraq and Libya), without siding with 
any one of them-against the others,

Question: The People's Front for 
the Liberation of Oman and the 
Persian (Arabian) Gulf has been 
waging a just struggle against the 
forces of reaction and imperialism 
for nine years. What is its political 
platform and main aims? 


Answer; The political aims of our 
struggle are formulated in the Na- 
tional Democratic Working Pro- 
gramme adopted at the conference 
of the People’s Front for the Libera- 
tion of Oman and the Persian 
(Arabian) Gulf in December 1971. As 
regards Oman, they include: 

liberation of its territory from all 
forms of colonial oppression and 
achievement of complete independ- 
ence; 


abolition of feudalism, distribution 
of land among landless peasants, 
emancipation of slaves and eradica- 
tion of slave mentality; 


establishment of people's demo- 
cratic rule and restriction of the in- 
fluence and exploitive activity of the 
comprador bourgeoisie and foreign 
monopolies;

Speaking 
over the radio, Lieut.-Col, Kountie 
said Niger would continue to give 
support to African liberation move- 
ments and the struggle against co- 
lonialism, neo-colonialism, imperial- 
ism, racial discrimination and Zion- 
ism. He also ۵ solidarity with 
the Arabs’ struggle.

After, attempting to telephone various ministries without success 
we set off to visit the Ministry of Justice with a view to gai- 
ning an interview with Dr. Vafai, the Secretary to. the Ministry. 
After visiting various, incorrect Government buildings, we arri- 
ved’ at the correct: building. We were unable to avoid the conc- 
lusion, that we were expected. Indeed, we were greeted by an 
official at the door who asked. if we wished. to see Dr. V..fai. 

We were ushered into a waiting room to await Dr. Vafai's return 
from lunch, After about one, hour's wait, Dr. Vafai returned 
and. greeted us extremely. courteously. 


We had a long conversation with him.. On showing him our list of 
“prisoners and requesting information, he explained. that as they 
were all, sentenced by Military Tribunals he had no knowledge or 
jurisdiction over them, It would, we were told, be necessary 0 
refer to the Military Public Prosecutor, He stated he did not 
know who this was but would find out. He made. several telephone 
calls, including one concerning a-prisoner of foreign origin who, 
he explained to the person on the telephone, was about to. be 
released from prison, when it was discovered that there was hashish 
amongst his possessions. This merited a.further minimum sentence 
of six, months' imprisonment, but as he had been in prison for. 
that long already, he might be released as soon as he was sen- 
tenced. Dr. Vafai stated that he had spoken to the Judge and .. 
recommended mercy which would be granted. We were surprised 
that this conversation took place in our presence. 


Dr, Vafai informed us that he had discovered .that the Military 
Public Prosecutor was a.General .FAKMI MUDRASS (tel: 842093) 
and explained that his office was near to the Quasr Prison. 


= 
He said that he knew little or nothing about Military Tribunals 
and indeed only informed us of their jurisdiction after consul- 
-nting a book. They are held in camera and civilian lawyers could 
-not represent defendants. Defence counsel were normally army òf- 


.ficers ~ often retired. 


He explained that to become a Civil Judge required six months ' 
training after obtaining a batchelors degree and that the word 
"Judge" and "Prosecutor" implied the same training. No defence 
lawyer ‘ever becomes a Judge. The status is low compared with the 
UK and salaries are tied to an equivalence scale to University 
Lecturers. The training period had just been lowered to six months 
owing to a national shortage of judges. 


We asked about certain prisons, including "Committee" a prison 
allegedly at the Police Headquarters which is-not officially 
admitted to exist. Dr. Vafai at first stated he. did not know of 
its existence. He later said he had heard of it but that 
"Committee" was only a popular name. Prisons are generally con- 
trolled by the Police (for ordinary cases) ar the Military (for 
those sentenced by Military Tribunals) or were a joint venture 
(such as Quasr). He also explained at some length the ser1ious® 
ness of the country's heroin problem, despite the frequent use of 
the death penalty by Military Tribunals. 


After about 14 hours of very courteous discussion, we left witb- 
out any information save that we were correct in assuming that 
"our" prisoners were sentenced by Military Tribunals and that the 
legal system is being reformed to accord more closely with the UK 
system rather than the French system. 


Monday ist September 


We telephoned General FAKMI MUDRASS' office requesting an inter- 
view. After about half an hour during which our request was 
apparently discussed we were telephoned and informed that it could 
not be granted, but we must refer to the Ministry of Information 
in Abasaabad St. ‘We presented ourselves at this office and saw 
Dr. Sadak. He explained after seeing our list of prisoners that he 
was the Parliamentary Secretary to the Ministry and we must refer 
to his colleague, his Excellency Arayanpour, at the Office of the 
Ministry of Information at Shahreza and Kakh St. After discussing 
the draft of a new Press Law he was preparing he gave us a publi- 
cation written by himself on the subject of oil prices and we left. 
Again this interview was courteous but totally uninformative. 


Following the conclusion of this interview, we proceeded to the 
“correct branch of the Ministry of Information where we asked for 
an interview with H.E. Aarayanpour. We were received by an offi- 
cial whose name we were not told who explained, after seeing our 
list of prisoners, that he could not help. H.E. Aarayanpour was 
not available but after making various telephone calls, he sug- 
gested we go to the Ministry of Foreign Affairs where we should 
ask“ either for Mr. HAKIMI or. his @xcellency HERAVI. ° We duly 
went to the Ministry of Foreign Affairs where we were invited 

to speak to Mr. HAKIMI by internal telephone. He informed us 
that the Ministry was closed and we should return the next day. 


Tuesday, 2nd September 


We went to the Ministry of Foreign Affairs where we wer ej

by H.#. HERAVI who we later discovered was responsible for eae

Ralations on behalf of.the Foreign Minister. He received us cour- 
teously and we showed him our list of prisoners and requested in- 
formation. He explained that he was in no position to assist us, 
but we should contact H.#. ARAYANPOUR. We explained that the 
Ministry of Information had themselves referred us to him. He tel- 
ephoned to H.iu. ARAYANPOUR and explained our business to him. dHe 
gave our hotel telephone number and, following this conversation, 
H.E. HERAVI told us that H.. ARAYANPOUR would be leaving Tehran 
that day but his office would attempt to arrange an appointment 

and telephone us. He also explained that no information was likely 
to be forthcoming as the questions we were asking related to the 
internal affairs of Iran. 


Wodnesday: Jrd September 


We decided to give the Ministry of Information time to attempt to 
arrange an appointment and accordingly did not go to them. We 
went to the Law Courts in an attempt to find someone to explain 
to us the system of the courts. We, met an official of the Courts 
and arranged to see him the next day. 


Thursday 4th September 


Having heard nothing from the Ministry of Information we decided 
to visit it as John Watkinson was due to return to London the next 
day. We found H.B. ARAYANPOUR'S office and were again informed 
that he was not available. An appointment was, however, made for 
Bill Nash to see him on Sunday, Tth September at 9.30am. 


Wo left and went to the Law Courts to keep our appointment with 
the Court Official. He explained the system-of the coursés to us. 


Friday, 5th S ptember 

John Watkinson returned to England. Bill Nash remained but as 
Friday is a public holiday no further interviews with officials 
could take place. 


Saturday 6th September 


. Bill Nash was telephoned. and informed that H.E. ARAYANPOUR would 
regrettably not be available for interview on Sunday, and indeed, 
would not be available before Tuesday - the day of Bill Nash's 
return to England. A request for an appointment with some other 
responsible official was also stated, to be impossible, but perhaps 
the next time Mr. Nash was in Iran, H.u. ARAYANPOUR would be avai- 

lable. It was clear: that it would not be possible to gain any 
further information through official channels. 


In addition to the above we did attempt to gain an interview with 
Dr. GANJI who we understand to be a senior official in the prime 
Minister's office, responsible for Policy Research... We telephoned 
him on Sunday 3ist August but were informed that he was not in 
Tehran, and would not be back until 6th S-ptember. Bill Nash te- 
lephoned his office on 6th S ptember, but was told ha was still 
absent and would not be returning before Tuesday.

During our stay in Iran we spoke to a number of people whom we 
met casually. We wére,.immediately struck by the reluctance of 
ordinary people to discuss political .questions and even references 
to the comments of the Shahanshah which had been reported in the

ho-one was prepared. to,discuss. political.questions if there was 
From such discussions 


the slightest chance of being overheard. 

as we had it was clear that there is a widespread belief in the 
power of SAVAK and of the. .great.risk of expressing views even 
mildly in opposition to the Shah. . One informant volunteered the 
information that there were 40,000 political prisoners and 
claimed knowledge of instances of torture. before tria It is 
quite common for political. prisoners to appear on television and 
publicly announce their: conversion to views in line, with those of 
‘the Restakhiz Party and the opinion was expressed that this was 
the result of torture rather than argument. We were also informed 
that the lower in status a political defendant was, the greater 
his:chances of torture. The Students*in’this respéct are most 
vulnerable. 


It wassclear from conversations» with people with specific know- 
ledge of political prisoners that conditions:under which they are 
held are, such-that there is a considerable: likelihood of death 
from "natural causes") after a comparatively short time in prison. 
Several people. stated that from time ta time: activists are shot 
without’ trial. The:Military Tribunals are under considerable 
pressure to impose the death penalty and we: were informed that 
few members: of „such tribunals, would have the courage to insist on 
a slower, penalty. 


The people who ‘volunteered these: opinions! ranged from students to 
peopleswho were well, educated and héld ‘responsible positions: It 
was ‘clears that they felt themselves at risk and for.this reason 
it is not possible to disclose! their identities. We have no 
proof of these allegations but simply report what we were. told. 


We were left with the impression that allegations of torture, ill 
treatment and death in prison cannot be rejected. 


It, is ironic that the Iranian Government purports to adhere to 

the Principles of „the; Uniersal Declaration of Human Rights and 
indeed; tog take a world»lead in securing the implementation of these 
principles, It isiclear that these principles are not observed 

in practice.

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COVER STORY: TH BRITISH COP WHO .RULES BAHRAIN 


After a mere two years of ‘so-called ‘democracy! in Bahrein, the 
government has turned back the clock and embarked on a massive wave of 
repression and terrorisation, symbolised by widespread house searches, 
arrests and torture. Such activities are nothing new for the Bahreini 
authorities whose Public Security apparatus, the main tool of interhal 
rule, is run by foreigners. Phe head of the apparatus is British, a 
man whose name is famous amongst progressive and liberal elements in 
the gulf for his vicious methods. His name is Henderson, the effective 
ruler of Bahrein. In the following pages we publish a statement by the 
nationalist forces in Bahrein, concerning recent developments. First 
however we must look at what has 160 to this new outbreak of repression 
in the island which hes sometimes been described as the Garden of Eden, 


When in dune 1973, Sheikh Isa bin Salman al Khalifa, Emir of Bahrein, 
promulgated the democratic constitution, granting minimol democratic ri 
rights to the people, the western press loudly acclaimed this seemingly 
important experiment. Would this show the wey for the liberalisation 
of other Gulf regimes. Bahrein, under British Colonial Protection, 
_had-been the scene of a strong nationalist and workers movement, which 
had been systematically repressed by the British authorities, using 
all manner of barborisms, especially in 1956, ond 1965 After British 
withdrawal from the Gulf, Bahrein rejected participation in the pro- 
posed federation of Gulf states, (now the Union of Arab Emirates) and 
chose to go it clone, receiving independence in 1971, Control passed 
into the hands of the al-Khalifo family, who held nominal power unter 
British £ 'protection'. The repressive state security machinery, how- 
ever, stayed firmly in foreign hands, led by Mr. Henderson. Further 
signs of the genuineness of Bahrein's newly won independence were rev- 
calcd when U.S Forces signed a contract to move into the former British 
bases at Jufair ond Muharraq, despite the opposition of the mass of the 


people. 


Despite all this the ruling family declared themselves in favour of some 
form of real national democratic independence. When they announced the 
fromotion of a council to decide on a constitution to be followed by 
elections to a Nationel Assembly =0 democratic mask for the transition 

to noo~colonialist rule in Bahrein = the nationalist forces, with ‘the 
exception of the Peoples Front, decided to participate in the process. 

The Peoples Front denounced the whole thing as a charade exposing the 
contradictions in the prevoiling situation (see Gulf Bulletin 4 ). ‘The 
constitution wos duly declared and the @lection process ‘began, and soon 
the Front's position was proved to be well founded, The nationalist 
candidates found themselves facing tremendous harrassment, as the regime 
attempted to control the result of the clection, Two potentiol candid-tes 
were exiled, others arrested, ond a special Public Ordinance passed banning 
meetings held without the prior consent of the Director of Police and two 
local dignitaries. This of course made clectionecring extremely diff- 
icult for any candidates opposed to the regime, and even more so 8 
political portics ~re not allowed in Bahrein., The people were so wary 

‘of this strange democratic process thot the last date for registration 

on the @lectorel register wos extended several times.

Despite the regimés tactics of hnrrasment throughout the campaign, they 
failed. to acheive the desired result. In a notioncl Assembly of 40 
including ex-officio ministers, the nationclist forces wos represented 
by nine deputies, who in the absence of politiccl parties, formed an 
unofficial. bloc. is the following statement indicates, this success 
was the spark of encouragement needed’ for the nationnlist movement to 
step up its struggle for basic democratic rights, which in spite of the 
new constitution did not exist. (Women و‎ 0 equal constitutionally, 
were not. cllowed to vote). The regime for from providing itself with 

a respectable mask off democracy with’ a submissive paper-tiger assembly, 
found itself confronted by an enraged Lion’, with the notionalist bloc 
deputies bcing supported by action in the foctorics by the workers 
movement. The people wanted real democracy not 2 joke. The tribclist 
regime was, clearly in trouble - in danger of losing the kind of repr- 
essive control demanded by imperialist strategy, monopoly companics و‎ 
and local reactionary forces led by Soudi Arabic and the’ Shah. TALL 
these forces, with similar interests ot stoke, could not stand idle 
and watch the Bahreini people press on their way towards democracy cnd 
frecdom. 


A series of struggles took place between the ‘regime and the National 
Assembly. These struggles و‎ combined with the rapidly growing and ever 
more persistent workers movement, were to lead to the dissolution of 
the Assembly before its second session could begin in iugust this yecr, 
and the suspension of many clements of the constitution. ‘nationalist 
deputy, discussing the regimes anti Aenocratic 'coup' summed up the 
causes as follows in an intervicw with the Kuwaiti weekly al-Toli*a

by the Government, This law ollowing the security forces to

It was suggested.in debate that land, which is all at the Emir's dis- 
posal to give. away. as he likes, should all be notionalised and ad- 
ministered by the state.

The struggles betwecn the assembly and the regime were having an un- 
doubted impact in raising the already high level, of nationalist 
consciousness throughout the Bohreini people. 


The regime ciscovered that the nationalist deputies were planning 

an investigation into bribery, corruption, and the astonishing wealth 
of some ministers, far above their visible means. Such an enquiry 
would undoubtedly have oroused the wrath of the masses, and especially 
the workers movemente 


Same ministers, fearful of the effect of the new trends on-their own 
positions and financial interests, have been pressing the regime to 
got rid, of this dangerous democratic assembly. 


Certain Gulf states were leaning heavily on the regime to return 

to his reactionnary senses, very much afraid that if the experiment 
wes allowed to gein ground and acheive success in any measure, then

11)Foreign companies were applying pressure in order to ensure the con- 
tinuation of their position favourable to. maximum exploitation, esp- 
ecially after the idea of nationalising such sacred cows as Gray- 
Mackenzie had been mooted. One should also bear in mind that with 
time running out in Hong Kong, Bahrein is being suggested in some 
quarters as a potential glternativee

The tribalistác regime could not have survived the radical changes being 
proposed by the sssembly, though those proposals were Hardly revolutionary. 
The Companies could not tolerate, the growing workers movement. The Gulf 
reactionnaries could not ollow their grip to be loosened. So Henderson 
and his trouble-shooting Jordanian butchers stepped in. Strikes were 
once again savagely repressed, and in the past few wecks since the 
Assembly was dissolved at the end of sugust, at least 35 Bahreinis from 
re walks of life have been arrested = including some elected ceputies.

REVOLUTION 


On June 9th 1965, the working people of Dhofar ( a province of 
Onan, which is an Arab country in the Persian-Arabian Gulf region) 
picked up arms, and organized themselves in one organization called 
the Popular Front for the Liberation of Oman and the Arabian Gulf, 
the (P.F.L.0.A.G). Their organization consisted of the poor and im- 
poverished people of thé country who were the workers, peasants, fish- 
ermen, and all the bare-footed and hungry people who could no longer 
Stand by and watch the outcome of their toil and riches of their land 
go to the pockets of a few wealthy families and the British corporations 
and big businesses, while they themselves were left penniless and hungry. 

June 9th 1965, makes the beginning of the revolution in Oman, waged 
by the working and Oppressed people in this country against their Sultan 
(Quabous) who was brought to power by British corporation and big busi- 
nesses. In order to protect the interest of the British, Sultan Quabous 
did all that he could to keep the Oman people below a subsistarice level 
in all spheres of life economically, politically, socially and culturally. 
But due to the revolutionary response of the people, the situation changed 
in 0۳۵272۰ The people were able to deal heavy blows to their British enemy 
and her local lackies. They liberated %90 of the Dhofar province, set 
up hospitals and schools for children who did not even imagin learning 
how to read and write under the rule of the Sultan, liberated women as 
well as all those who were enslaved by the Sultan for many years and 
educated! them politically, teaching them how to deffend their rights 
and fight for freedom. In one sentence: the people achieved through 
their struggle, what the Sultan and his British masters had taken away 
from them by force, and could never possibly provide them with on their 
own, 

But as usual and as it goes everywhere, the forces of counter-re- 
volution could not take this gradual but strong wave, which was doomed 
to turn over their ship and drown them all in the ocean of people's 
revenge, so they began to mobilize themselves and in doing so, the U.S 
Imperialism,(the big business and corporation owners) who had replaced 
Britain by then, hurried to aid the Sultan, providing him with the mili- 
tary support of their number one watch dog in the Middle East and Persian- 
arabian ġulf region, the shah of Iran. At the end of 1971, the shah of 
Iran invaded Oman with 10,000 troops, heavilly armed with U.S made Weapons, 
Thes same arms, which had been bought from the U.S. at the expense of 
the blood and hunger and misery of the back-broken Iranian workers and 
peasants and their families, were now Shedding the blood of the heroic 
piople of Oman who were fighting with bare hands.

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REVOLUTION IN OMAN 


The thunder storm of revolutionary movements in the 
third world and the anti-imperialist working class, and 
student movements of the people's in the capitalist countries 
has shaken the roots of imperialism. 

The Indochina peoples' War has dealt severe blows to 
U. S. imperialism on all fronts. The vietnamese people as 
the forerunner of the liberation movement have shown to all 
peoples that any force, which stands as an obstacle to the 
determined will of the masses is doomed to dismal defeat. 

Elsewhere in the world the monuemental anti-imperialist, 
anti-reactionary movement of all peoples is developing into 
an insurmountable force, dese inea to annihilate world imper- 
ialism and its reactionary allies. 

The peoples of Middle-East, in resolute solidarity with 
all anti-imperialist forces, have opened up many new fronts 
against imperialism.

In this period of general crisis in the capitalist 
system the primacy of the Persian Gulf for the U. S. is of 
the utmost. The conservative estimate of the oil in this 
region totals to more than half the world's known reserves. 
This along*with the fact that Japan imports more than 90- 
95% of its oil from this region, the Persian Gulf and North 
Africa supplies 60% of E.E.C.'s oil, and that by mid 80's 
U. S. will depend on this area for up to 60% of its oil 
imports, point to the extreme level of interest attached 
to this area by the U. S. Only through the control of the 


Persian Gulf and securing its hegemony there, can the U. S. 


be sure of E.E.C.'s and Japan's submission to its leadership. 


Considering the total known oil reserves in the world, 
the Middle East clearly takes the prize. These Middle East 
reserves are also clearly concentrated in the Gulf and are 


shared by Saudi Arabia, Iran, Iraq, and the numerous small 


sheikdoms, Abu-Dhabi, Bahrein, Dubai, Kuwait, Oman, and Qatar.

In the wake of the upsurge of the anti-imperialist, and 
revolutionary movements of the peoples of the world, and the 
rise of E.E.C. (European Economic Community) Japan, and 
Soviet Union as major competitors, as well as the recurrent 
breakdowns in its overall system, U. S. Imperialism was ns 
longer the undisputed leader of World Imperialism. This

Of course, the legitimate owners, the people of the 
Gulf, are not about to stand by to watch the booty be 
divided any more. Witness to this are the numerous examples 
of people's struggle throughout the Persian Gulf, specially 
the struggle of the people of Dhofar. It is this fact which 
lies at the bottom of the fears of imperialist thieves and 
which makes the application of the Nixon Doctorine an 
imperative necessity. 

The anti-revolutionary government of U.S.S.R., realizing 
the life and death importance of the Persian Gulf for the 
U. S., has launched a series of typically reactionary 
policies to establish its hegemony there. The Soviet Union 
has negotiated port facility agreements with Iraq, Yemen, 
Somalia, India, and Mauritius. The Soviets have also 
established a firm diplomatic and commercial presence in 
Iran and Kuwait. These along with the Soviet Naval presence 
in the Indian Ocean, clearly indicates an act of contention 
with the United States, in order to realize it's hegemony 
in the area. The two superpowers contention and the rise 
of peoples movements in the area, clearly threatens the U. S.

DHOFAR_ AND ‘tHE LIVING CONDITIONS OF THE PEOPLE: 


Dhofar occupies a position midway between the Yemen and 
the Persian Gulf. Lying on the coast of the Arabian sea, it 


is bound by People's Democratic Republic of Yemen on the west, 
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Indochina. 


At the same time as all imperialist and reactionary 
froces, by they local or international, are vying for power 
in the Persian Gulf region they are all confronted by yet 
another force: the people.

The area of Dhofar is 38,000 Square miles, the core of 
which is a mountainous range steeping down to the sea to the 
east and west and opening into a crescent-shaped plain, the 
plain of Salalah. The population is estimated at between 
150,000 and! 300,000, with an additional ethic mixture of 
tribesmen from the other parts of Oman who constitute the 
parasitic ruling group engaged in the administration ‘as armed 
guards. There are also African slaves and their descendants, 
Baluchi merceneries, and a small community of Indians, Persians, 
and Ismailis engaged in trade and services. 

The social and productive life in the Dhofar rurals is 
signified by a certain situation than any other area in the 
arena on Oman and the Persian Gulf. The rural society is 4 
shepherd society whose inhabitants depend for their daily 
living on shepherd work (cows, camels, goats, etc.). This 
society possesses all tribal and backward relations which 


stamp any other shepherd society and reflect upon all cır- 


cumstances of its life. The material life of the people ۶ 


Slaves, coolies, workers, agricultural laborers, small 
farmers, fishermen, and shepherds are deprived of their 
basic needs, living in medieval stage. 

Dhofar is only technically an integral part of the 
Sultanate of Oman. In fact, the process by which it was 
annexed and run by Sultans of Muscat was a colonial process, 
a relationship of subjugation and plunder. This fact under- 
lies the Dhofari revolution, which is in one of its aspects 
the liberation movement of an oppressed people. The Dhofari 
people never even rose to the humiliating status of His 
Majesty's subjects. As late as the mid-sixties Sultan 
Said bin Taimur boasted that Dhofar was "his own private 
estate" and the official guide to the Sultanate appropriately 
called it "the dependany of Dhofar". 

Said bin Taimur's regime has been characterized as a 
desperate attempt to keep the fifteenth century from being 
contaminated by the 20th. At present the Taimur regime has 
kept the country in such a backward stage, that even slavery, 
tribal and primitive communal ways of living can easily be 
tapped tMroughout Oman. The Majority of people in Oman are 
deprived of the progress the world has made in any sphere of 
social change. Hence Dhofar was to become the last line of

Dhofar's trade relations are mainly with Bombay, but 
also with Muscat and, until recently, Aden. The Province 
imports clothes, foodstuffs, utensils and fuel and exports, 
ghee, frankincense and shark fins. 

AS can be inferred, The Dhofari economy may be called 
a "traditional" economy (in the anthropological sense of the 
word) where human labor constitutes the main source of 
energy and principal, if not the sole, means of production. 
It is an economy with hardly any capital accumulation or 
capital goods, which only produces consumer goods and employs 
primitive tools. However, it is not a natural autorchic 
economy, for commercial monetary exchange predominates in 
it; and although the countryside retains farms of communal 
organization, relations of exploitation have emerged dividing 
the society into a community of producers, the "toilers", 
and a minority group of non-producing consumers--the sparar 
sites". These are the members of the small "middle class", 


the government officials and the various court favorites. 


Dhofar (except the military road linking Salalah to Muscat - 
now the scene of bitter fighting), no electricity, water 
supply or sewage system. Until two years ago people in the 
cities were not allowed to smoke, drink, ride a bicycle, 
play football, play transistor radios, trim their hair or 
wear shoes or trousers, 

Agriculture was dying: The best land was owned by the 
Sultan (his plantation at Ma'mura, for example) and the rest 
of the cultivated land was divided between the court favor- 
ites and the multitude of debt-ridden farmers. Fuel was 
monopolized and high taxation on machinery limited the use 
of even water pumps. 

Large areas of land were uncultivated. The Sultan 
was known to develop the statistic practice of arbitrarily 
ordering that farmers' wells be either blown up with dynamite 
or blocked with cement! Fishing employed the most primitive 
means, as nets and modern equipment were banned; and the 
fabulous wealth of the Arabian sea is still left untapped. 
Further, heavy taxation on fishing raise the price of dried 
sardines - a further drain on the pastoral economy which 
used them as fodder. 

These are small pictures on the life of the people of 
Dhofar, who have stood up against aggression and fought des- 


perately for their liberation.

This was a result of the political split between the Arab 
countries and the intensification of the Imperialist attack, 
under the leadership of Israel. The setback of June, 1967 
revealed to the Arab liberation movement the correct alter- 
native for responding to the total defeat based on the in- 
terests of the masses and their revolutionary line by 
developing dependance upon the masses. 

The victory of the revolution of 14th October and the 
realization of national independance in Democratic Yemen 
was an incentive for revolutionary influence and the joining 
together of the two revolutions and the acceleration of the 
popular war against local reaction and U. S. Imperialism. 
These two factors along with the spread of the revolution 
inside Oman played the main role in the revolutionary shape 


of the second congress of the Dhofar Liberation Front.

Committees were set up to educate the masses and solve their 
tribal and social problems and to direct the masses toward 
collective agriculture. The revolution proceeded to establish 
a literacy campaign which is spreading in the rural areas. 
It established anti-illiteracy centers for the liberation 
army and citizens and opened the revolution schools for the 
children, as well as establishing camps to create cadres 
capable of propelling the revolution forward. The revolution 
also paved the first road in the liberated area and set up 
a health unit to give first aid as well as establishing the 
Martyr Habkook hospital. The revolution within its human 
and material potentialities and the support of its friends, 
is capable of developing these services and liberating man. 

On the political level, the "Popular Front for the 
Liberation of Oman and the Arabian Gulf" fought to deepen 
the national unity between different revolutionary forces 
in this country by establishing a broad national front to 
unite efforts against the imperialists.

In this congress there were sixty members of 
the Liberation Army and also representatives of different 
revolutionary groups in the Persian Gulf area. The left wing 
won the elections in this congress by a majority vote. The 
name of the Dhofar Liberation Front was changed to the 
Popular Front for the Liberation of the Occupied Arabian 

Gulf in order to reflect the new comprehensive strategy for 
the entire region. The importance of the national united 
front for fighting against the British colonialists was laid 
down and the revolution turned toward the reinforcement of 
internal forces by adopting several revolutionary measures 
including the establishment of the People's Liberation Armed 
forces anf the Peoples Militia, liberation of the rural 

areas from the remnants of the Sultanate and the establish- 
ment of a liberated area. The military potential which began 


with nine rifles was developed and included the smashing of 


the tribal structure, abolition of slavery, and the extension 


In June 1971, the struggles in northern Oman started 
under the leadership of "The National Democratic Front for 
the Liberation of Oman and the Arabian Gulf". 

Emanating from the conventions and common stands and in 
reply to the total colonialists and reactionary plans in the 
Oman and “Arabian Gulf" arena and to crown all previous 
meetings and practical steps, the Leaderships of the "People's 
Front for the Liberation of the Occupied Arabian Gulf" and 
"National Democratic Front for the Liberation of Oman and 
the Arabian Gulf" held a unified conference at the end of 
1971 to unite and amalgamate the two fronts in one front in 
order to gather all efforts and energies for escalating the 
struggle against British colonialism and its puppets as a 
basic step towards establishing the "People's broad front 
all over the Oman and Arabian Gulf arena". 

The third congress of the (P.F.L.0.A.G.) in the liberated 
area of Rakhyout of June 9th, 1971, endorsed these political 
relations with correct national democratic working program 
as a basis for uniting the national forces all over the area. 
Due to the harmony of the political stands of the two fronts 
and the meetings and joint coordinations, the amalgamation of 
the fronts in one was announced under the name of the "People's 


Front for the Liberation of Oman and the Arabian Gulf" in

The present period is one of the stage of 
national liberation from foreign presence and a stage of 
democratic liberation to crush all residues of local reaction 
and backward economic methods. This stage requires from the 
people the effort of uniting the revolutionary masses in this

HISTORICAL NATURE OF THE REVOLUTION 
What is the nature of the revolution in Oman and the 
"Arabian Gulf" at its present stage? 

1) The revolution must be nationalist to topple down 
imperialism and realise independance. 
The revolution must be democratic from the root 
to topple down the allies of imperialism including 
autocratic tribal regimes and compradoric feudalism. 
This means that the revolution in Oman and the 


"Arabian Gulf" is a national democratic revolution 


The third congress which took place during the time 
of the invading attacks of the imperialist armed forces 
and their localpuppets, had a very important role in the 
destiny of this struggle. 

In November 30th, 1971, Iranian armed forces took over 
three islands in this area, through a Savage invasion, and 
at the same time the British troops with the help of their 
local puppets, started a long range attack on the liberated 
areas. In reply to the total coordination of the forces 
of local reaction and in view of the insistance of the 
revolutionary forces on the establishment of a broad National 
Front with all national forces, political dislogues were 
opened with the Arab Workers party in Oman which announced 
its adherence to the struggle within the framework of the 
People's Front for the Liberation of Oman and the "Arabian 
Gulf". These resolutions and the revolutionary lines put 
forward marked the formation of area national and revolution- 
ary national front uniting all sincere national groups and 


forces - in which all revolutionary masses are mobilized 


within a clear political line defining the enemy camp and 


using revolutionary violence and the armed struggle as the 


main form of struggle, with other mass struggles in the 


arena backing it.

To fight social injustice and to work for making 
available honest administrative and end political 


corruption 


and that without performing in a proper manner the 
popular democratic tasks the revolution will find 
itself unable even to win the national battle. 

The two revolutionary missions and tasks are closely 
linked with each other. Moreover the democratic nature of 
the revolution must be different to the nature of the 
bourgiousie democratic revolution, as the tasks of the 
democratic revolution must be solved by more progressive 
and established roots. 

The democracy for which the revolution is fighting and 
which is cherished by the poor masses of the people is

(b) Anti-Illiteracy: 

Perhaps the most clear Signs of backwardness which 
colonialism and the decayed sultanic rule worked to keep, 
was the dreadful cultural backwardness as illiteracy mention- 
ed before reached 100 per cent amongst the rural inhabitants 
in Dhofar. In fact when the People's Liberation army is 
having its majority from these inhabitants, the revolution 
ought to teach them the principles of reading and writing. 
The front confirms that mind leads the rifle and the 
militant learns reading and writing besides the use of arms. 

The camp of the revolution which was established in 1969, 
played a major role in the field of anti-illiteracy and 
political culture as many courses were established which 
helped in the field of eradicating illiteracy whether within 
the ranks of the liberation army or the citizens. Naturally 
the revolution in this respect is on the beginning of the 
road and needs huge potentialities. But it is continuing 
its efforts in this field within its own potential. 

(c) Schools of Revolution: 

The People's Front stepped an important step when it

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Looking at the world situation today, brings to attention the 
fact, that, while the reactionary forces in the world, be it Imperial- 
ists or their reactionary puppet regimes collaborate to suppress 
the revolutionary struggle of the peoples and while there is a savage 
competition going on among different Imperialist forces, over who 
should suppress which movement and who shall invade this or that 
country first and etc., the peoples of the Persian Gulf region, like 
all the other oppressed peoples of the world have learned that 
unity between all the revolutionary forces,.determined to come 
out of this arena victoriously which can and will finally break the 
back of the Imperialists and their lackeys. 

The people in Iran feel a very strong and deep solidarity and 
responsibility towards the struggle of the Omani people, for at the 
present, one of the most brutal and savage reactionary forces which 
is suppressing the revolution in Oman is the number one enemy of 
the Iranian people—namely the regime of the Shah. 

In the recent month the Shah of Iran has rushed to the aid of 
the reactionary Sultan Quabous, with his troops armed to the teeth, 
with U.S. made weapons and armaments. These arms were obtain- 


60 at the cost of the lives of the toiling masses of the Iranian peo- 


ple who are barbarically exploited and oppressed at home.

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This pamphlet was first put out by the Iranian Students 
Association in the U.S. in February, 1974. Ever since then, 
many changes have occurred in the struggle of the peoples of 
Oman. These changes have taken place on two specific levels: 

The changes on the first level, were the changes within the 
short-run tactics adopted by the (P.F.L.0.A.G.), which is the 
leadership of the revolutionary forces in Oman and Dhofar. 

The changes on the second level, are the developments among 
the camps of the counter revolution which has expanded its 
reactionary forces and has dreamed up different new ways to 
suppress the revolution. 

In reprinting this pamphlet we decided to add, very briefly, 
some of the interactions which have taken place in Oman recently. 
In other words we decided to bring the pamphlet up to date 


to cover some of the recent happenings in Oman, because they 


seemed far too important to overlook.

different epidemic diseases and death in the liberated areas. 
In its 4th convention in late 1974 the P.F.L.O.A.G. 
(Peoples Front for the Liberation of Oman and the Arabian 
Gulf) came up with a new short-term tactic on its revolutionary 
program. As a result of their new program, the P.F.L.O.A.G. 
changed their name to P.F.L.O., (Peoples Front for the Liberation 
of Oman), whose immediate task is liberating Oman rather than 
the entire Gulf region. The purpose behind this change was to 
centralize their forces in Oman and liberate that region, to build a 
base from which they could attack the rest of their enemies. 

This was a great accomplishment for the people of Dhofar, 
mainly because their forces were not strong and massive enough to 
strive for a goal as broad as liberating the entire Gulf region. 

On the other side of the borders of Oman, in Iran, the same 
country whose reactionary regime is killing the Omani revolution- 
aries, the people, namely the students and the revolutionary 
intellectuals, who are engaged in a strong armed struggle for the 
purpose of overthrowing the Shah’s regime, and his master U.S. 
Imperialism, are waging a massive campaign denouncing this fascistic 


act of suppression. As mentioned in the official newspaper of the 


P.F.L.O. (Saut Al-Thawra) in a student demonstration consisting of 
) two students 


the university students in Tehran (the capital of Iran 
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30,000 armed soldiers. In the December 16th issue of the US. 
News and World Report it is said: “Why Helms in Iran when 
Oman has its own accredited U.S. ambassador? For one thing, 
more than 1,200 Iranian paratroopers have been in Oman using 
their Shah’s modern military equipment bought from the U.S. to 
help the Omani fight the rebels. For another, a high Omani 
official had said that these troops would soon be returning to 

Iran, their ‘mission accomplished.’ That was incorrect. More 
Iranian troops may be needed there—unless, of course, some of the 
Arab states have troops to spare.”’ 

Shah's troops have rushed to the aid of Sultan Quabous by 
all means, be it launching attacks on the civilians in the liberated 
areas or massacring and slaughtering the revolutionary. They not 
only suppress the people’s struggle through direct attacks on the 
people’s army, but they also, programatically, teach the Omani 
officials the most advanced methods of torture. The same methods 
they themselves were taught by the C.I.A. 

The people of Dhofar (a province of Oman) are holding up as 
strong as ever, determined to liberate themselves from the yoke of 
Imperialism and all its reactionary puppets. Sultan Quabous who 
has, for a long time, carried the seal of counter-revolution on his 


forehead, is tightening his ring of blockade, giving rise to starvation, 
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were killed by the police. The slogan of these demonstrators was 
Stop Murdering Our Brothers in Dhofar, and slogans similar to it, 
In a different incident, the mothers of the soldiers who are fight- 
ing in Dhofar marched towards the Ghasr Prison demanding that 
their children, dead or alive, be brought back home. The regime’s 


response to this demand was to arrest these women, throw them

that the revolution and the revolutionaries, as well as the ordinary 
people who live in the liberated areas, live under difficult conditions 
and can use all the help they can get, be it a bottle of medicine or a 
loaf of bread. At the same time they can use any kind of financial 
aid, but the most important and necessary help would be political 
support from all anti-Imperialist forces of the world. The people 
of Dhofar are dying but fighting, and they will come out of this 
war victoriously. Relying on their own revolutionary spirit and de- 
termined minds and the support of the Omani people along with 
the support of all peoples of the world the revolutionaries of Oman 
will free their country from the yoke of Imperialism and reaction-

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WHAT IS THE 3۶ 

In the 15th century atmosphere of the sultanate of Oman under the 
rule of the tyrant ‘Said bin Taimur’ slavery was wide-spread, there were 
no schools or doctors, no electricity or water supply system and only 
one road in the entire country...Yet there were British owned oil 
companies who found the political climate extremely to their liking as 
they undertook their tasks of reaping astronomical profits at the 
expense of the backwardness of the people of the land. 

In 1965 in the mountains of Dhofar (a province of Oman) armed 
struggle broke out against the rule of the Sultan and his British masters. 
Though the guerrillas had old weapons and little ammunition, they 
were able to score important victories as they gained rapid support 
among the peasantry and the ex-slaves. 

The 1968 victory of the Marxist forces in the neighboring people’s 
republic of Yemen provided the insurgents of Dhofar with a revolution- 
ary safe rear (similar to what North Vietnam was for the NLF). In 
addition, the insurgents adopted Marxism as their ideology and the 
spreading of anti-imperialist armed struggle throughout the entire Gulf 
region as their strategic aim and the PFLO was born. 

By August 1968, the Western sector of Dhofar had been liberated. 
The PFLO waged a social and political struggle in the liberated areas to 
break down tribalism, collectivize property, eradicate illiteracy, pro- 
vide medical care, and liberate women. By 1970 over 75% of Dhofar 
was in PFLO hands. By 1971 over 90% of the rural areas of Dhofar and 
a few major cities were liberated. Guerrilla actions against the Shell 
Oil Company which owned almost all of the oil contracts in Oman and 
Dhofar, was so successful that the company was forced to close its 
operations in Dhofar and leave the country. 

In June 1971 the struggle spread to the North of Oman. By 1972 the 
momentum of the revolution in the South brought about nationalist 
stirrings as far North as the oil Sheikdoms of Abu Dhabi and Bahrain. 
The struggle in Oman and Dhofar had all the elements of a new 
Vietnam...This time in the strategical, oil rich Mid-East. 


ENTER THE SHAH... 

Just when it looked like the people’s forces were about to mount 
their final offensive on Salalah the capital of Oman, the fascist regime 
of the Shah of Iran decided to come to the rescue of the besieged 
Sultan Qabus. The Shah of Iran as witnessed by Sen. Jackson's 
statement has been given the role of the local gendarme in the Gulf 
area. The Shah who was brought to power in 1953 by a C.I.A. 


“Such stability as now obtains in the Middle East is, in my view, 
largely the result of the stren th and Western orientation of 
Israel on the Mediterranean and Iran on the Persian Gulf. These 
two countries, reliable friends of the United States, together 
with Saudi Arabia, have served to inhibit and contain those 
irresponsible and radical elements in certain Arab states—such 
as Syria, Libya, Lebanon and Iraq —who, were they free to do so, 
would pose a grave threat indeed to our principal sources of 
petroleum in the Persian Gulf. Among the many anomalies of 
the Middle East must surely be counted the extent to which 
Saudi Arabia and the sheikhdoms— from which, along with Iran 
most of our imported oil will flow in the years ahead—will 
depend for regional stability on the ability of Israel to help 
provide an environment in which the moderate regimes in 
Lebanon and Jordan can survive and in which Syria can be 
contained.” 

U.S. Senator Jackson 


A lot has been said in the Western press about the Palestinian-Israeli 
conflict which deals with part of the Jackson statement, yet on the 
question of the struggle in the Persian Gulf, an almost total news- 
blackout has been maintained...why? 

The gulf area is today the world’s most strategic region. It contains 
more than 60% of the world’s known oil reserve. It presently supplies 
90% of Japan’s oil import and 55% of Western Europe’s. By the mid 
1980s the U.S. will depend on the Gulf area for up to 60% of its oil 
imports. Naturally a strong interest has been expressed by the state 
department and the Pentagon for the complete control of this vital 
area militarily and economically. When American plans for interven- 
tion in the Mid-East are brought up they usually refer to massive 
landings on the shores of the Gulf to secure the oil wells (both 
Kissinger and Ford have openly alluded to this possibility as recently as 
October 7, 1974). 

But why all this talk of armed U.S. intervention when Senator 
Jackson tells us the Iranian and Saudi Arabian governments together 
with Israel are the dearest friends of the U.S. imperialistic interests? 
The answer is the existence of the “Popular Front for the Liberation of 
Oman”, commonly referred to as the P.F.L.O. Its existence in the past 
ten years seems to have been (with some few exceptions) one the 
Western and official Arab press’s most guarded secrets. An almost 
total news black-out was instituted on the struggle in the region. 


the strongholds of the PFLO and cut off the Eastern parts of Oman 
from its supply routes in the West (people’s republic of Yemen). The 
strategic aim of the offensive was to wrest control of the famed “red 
line” (Oman’s equivalent of the the Ho Chi Minh trail). 

The last reports (November 1974) from Oman indicate that the PFLO 
was able to repulse the attack and inflict heavy casualties on the 
approximately 17,000 strong Iranian invading force. The red line is 
securely under PFLO control. The Shah is now resorting to saturated, 
indiscriminate bombings of the liberated provinces in preparation for a 
second offensive. Needless to say the same barbaric methods that 
were used in Vietnam are being applied even more viciously on a daily 
basis in Oman. The presence of the news black-out and the fact that 
American boys are not involved, has allowed for the unimpeded use 
of napalm, anti-personnel bombs, and the scorched earth policies of 
destroying cattle, civilian population bases and the poisoning of water 
wells. The crimes committed by the Iranian troops with the help of 
their Saudi and Jordanian counterparts and the British mercnaries are 
crimes against humanity and mankind. A blatant form of genocide is 
being perpetrated against the whole of Oman’s population. Imperial- 
ists do not hesitate to exterminate a whole people if necessary in order 
to secure and maintain their profits. The news embargo on the struggle 
in the area must be lifted immediately to prevent the total genocide of 
an entire population. 


WHAT CAN BE DONE? 

By now it should be obvious to the American people that the main 
beneficiaries of the politics of oil have been the oil companies whose 
profits have spiraled almost astronomically (by the 3rd quarter of 1974 
they were up 100% in many instances). 

CIA and oil companies made creatures like the Shah of Iran, the King 
of Saudi Arabia, and the Sultan of Oman who do not represent the 
interests of the Arab and Iranian people. Our people are in bondage. 
Skilled workers in Saudi Arabian oil refineries make less than $2 a day. 
The great majority of the Arab and Iranian people live under miserable 
conditions of poverty due to the dictatorships of oil. We have hoped 
to show in this brief essay that the Sultans, Kings and Shahs represent 
the interests of the Gettys and Rockefellers. Lately they have 
provided the main post-Vietnam war market to the arms industries by 
buying billions of dollars worth of armaments to be used against our 
people in police actions such as the one against the PELO: ag: 

The rule of the Shahs, Kings, Sultans will be inevitably be wiped out. 


sponsored coup has been equipped in the last four years with over ten 
billion dollars of sophisticated U.S. armaments. His mission in life, 
within the context of the Kissinger doctrine, is to maintain the status 
quo for the imperialistic interests in the area (aside from also being the 
Pentagon’s biggest client for armaments which helps keep the U.S. war 
machine alive by the recycling oil dollars to their coffers). 

As Assistant Secretary of State Joseph Sisco recently put it: 


“Iran by virtue of its population, its economic and military 

strength and its geographic position along the Northern shore of 
the Gulf is destined to play a major role in providing for stability 
in the Gulf and the continual flow of oil to consumer countries.” 


Thus the Vietnam Nixon-Kissinger Doctrine of “let Asians fight Asians” 
has been translated in the Gulf region into let “Iranians fight Arabs.” 
Of course the Arabs in the scheme are the fighters of the PFLO. Arabs 
such as King Faycal and recently president Sadat of Egypt have played 
an important role in covering up the Iranian agression and supporting 
the Sultan of Oman. King Hussein of Jordan “the butcher of Amman” 
sent 4,000 of his crack troops to join in the common effort with the 
Iranian invading armies and the British mercenaries (hired by the 
Sultan) to smash the PFLO’s control of liberated Dhofar and Oman. 
Recently Sadat of Egypt offered to send troops to help the Sultan in 
case the Iranians departed. 

The main thrust of the offensive against the PFLO was spear-headed 
by the Shah’s troops. It started in 1971 with the Iranian occupation of 
three strategic islands at the mouth of the Gulf. In June of 1972 the 
Shah stepped into the second phase of his offensive by concluding a 
secret pact with the Sultan by promising direct Iranian military 
intervention in exchange for a strategic piece of Oman’s territory. The 
pact with Oman was one among many the Shah concluded with 
Sheikdoms such as Bahrain and Qatar aimed at bringing all the 
reactionary oil sheikdoms under his protection. As the Shah recently 
put it in a November 4th, 1974 interview with Time Magazine: 


“Without Iran to defend them (i.e. the Arab states in the Gulf) 
they would be dead. Our first choice is to cooperate with all | 
Arab countries on an equal basis. Our second choice is to go it 
alone if necessary.” 


In Dhofar the policy was translated by a massive landing of Iranian 
troops under the cover of the Shah’s sophisticated air-force to attac 
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Has an excellent up to date section on the politics of oil in the Mid 
East. 
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When that happens it is almost a certainty that the U.S. will directly 
intervene in the area. U.S. police advisors of today will be directly 
replaced by troops in order to maintain U.S. hegemony on the 
lucrative oil and arms business. It becomes imperative for the 
American people to find out the facts about Dhofar, Iran, and the 
struggle in the Gulf now. It is of crucial importance to immediately lift 
the news black-out and bring to the open the truth about the present 
existing situation. It is also just as important to expose the imperialis- 
tic U.S. policies of oil and armaments in the region...and to find out 
who are the real culprits behind the energy crisis and the politics of oil.

As a result of the utter failure sustained by the enemy forces 
at the hands of our patriots, the enemy at present resorts to re- 
taliation against the masses by aircraft raids and artillery shells 
rained on the villages of the citizens and their cattle herds and 
grazing lands. Our revolutionaries continue to direct their blows 
on the forces of the enemy in Sarfeet, al-Mammar, the Red Line (the 
road from Sallalah to Himrin) and the Eastern Region. 


2) The level of the Masses: 

The revolution realized that the masses alone make history and 
that they are the backbone of the revolution. There, the revolution 
of the 9th of June gave great attention to its masses and particular- 
ly so after the second congress held at Himrin in the Central Region 
in 1968 which proclaimed the line of the masses and the revolutionary 
understanding of change for the movement. Out of this congress, the 
revolution turned to the masses to enlighten them, to link them with 
the struggle, and to crush tribalism, reduce illiteracy, blast tribal 
relations and to lay down firm foundations for the new relations among 
the ranks of the rural (Dhofar) citizens amidst whom the revolution 
lives. Before mentioning the achievements of the revolution in this 
area, we will give the reader a brief picture of social and productive 
life in the rural sector of Dhofar which unique in the arena of Oman 
and the Arabian Gulf. The rural society is a shepherd society whose 
inhabitants depend for their daily lives on shepherd work (cows, 
camels, goats, etc.). This society possesses all tribal and backward 
relations which typify any shepherd society and reflect upon all cir- 
cumstances of its life. The material life of the people--accom- 
modation, clothing, ownership, family relations, and tribal relations-—- 
emanate from such a society. The citizens live in caves adorned with 
tree branches or in deep valleys. The men wear a single piece of 
cloth to cover their bodies. 

The colonialist authorities and reactionary authorities labored to 
preserve such bad conditions and actively encouraged them through 
numerous laws and measures such as encouraging the purchase of 
weapons by exempting them from taxes while taxing water pumps at 
100% and isolating the area from the benefits of modern life such 
as schools, communications, hospitals and production. Tribal strife 
was allowed to flourish without interference. 

The productive life in the countryside depends in the first place 
on livestock and dairy products, meat, ghee, and skins deriving from 
the animals. Next come the forests where wood is cut for sale in 
the cities. Agriculture is secondary in this society. Planting 
begins in the rainy season which occurs for three and a half months 
every summer near the caves and small farms. Only two kinds of grain, 
beans and wheat and some vegetables are cultivated. 

This is only an introduction to rural life through which to give 
the reader a background for understanding the accomplishments of 
the revolution in this backward, tribal shepherd society.

About one thousand male and 
female students receive education in the schools of the revolution 
and they rely on themselves for many of the daily activities. 

The People's Front is trying to create a national curriculum 
springing from the heritage and origin of our people, reflecting 
their long and glorious history which is part and parcel of the his- 
tory of the Arab nation, and laying the proper basis for the anchor- 
age of a national culture to serve our people and their liberation 
and democratic issues. 


d) Agriculture 

Due to the isolation policy followed by the colonialist authority, 
the rural areas remain very backward in all aspects of production 
(animal wealth and agriculture). Because of this, there was direct 
dependence of the rurals on the towns. After the birth of the revo- 
lution and liberation of the rurals as well as the cohesion of the 
masses with the fighters, colonialism resorted to retaliating against 
the masses. British planes destroyed the basis of life in the rural 
areas, while the "democracy" of Qaboos prevented the rurals from 
purchasing their daily food from the coastal towns through the use 
of barbed wire fences and imposing complete isolation. With such 
policies, the enemy aims to force the rurals to surrender by star- 
vation. 

The masses suffered much from such inhuman methods, but they have 
faced them with steadfastness and challenge. After the second con- 
gress, (Hamrain 1968), the revolution gave particular attention to 
agriculture and providing food for the citizens and fighters and 
working to direct the citizens in agriculture. It formed special 
agricultural committees in different areas, which urged the masses 
to turn toward agriculture and to depend upon themselves. In fact, 
the masses did turn to agriculture through their own primitive means. 
During their free time, the liberation army forces helped citizens 
working collectively to plough and clear land. In some areas the 
revolution established some small weirs for collecting rain water. 
But these were not safe from the bombs of the British aircraft which, 
in addition to aiding the economic blockade, destroy everything 
alive in the rural areas. The revolution made considerable progress 
in convincing the citizens to take care of agriculture. It provides 
a major part of its own food from its own agriculture. Some of this 
is used in the seasons of drought and meagerness of animal production, 
when the citizen, like the liberation army, cannot get one meal within 
24 hours and even that one is usually incomplete. The help of brothers 
and friends in this field is very important in providing daily food 
for the masses and militants. It is the duty of all honest and 
peace-loving forces, all human rights organizations, E و‎ 
organizations, and the Red Cross, to protest against the acts 7

Thus, through linking the citizen with his nationalist issues, the ` 
revolution managed to dissolve the tribal structure little by little 
and build up new relations based on national interests and mutual 
respect between individuals and tribes, and equality between people 
whatever their color, race or tribal affiliations. The revolution 
abolished slavery and freed what is called the slave. As to the 
problems of shepherds and water, which were in the past basic to 

the wars and fighting between tribes, the revolution solved them 
through its third congress, in Rakhyout in 1971, in which tribal 
ownership of land, grazing places, and water was abolished in favor 
of public ownership by the people. The citizens themselves had 
begun to exercise this right of public ownership even before its 
approval by the third congress. 


b) Anti-Illiteracy 
Perhaps the clearest sign of backwardness which colonialism and 
the decayed sultanic rule worked to keep, was the dreadful rate of 
illiteracy reaching 100% among the rural inhabitants of Dhofar. 
The authority did not establish even one school in the rurals. 
Even in the towns, it only established one primary school, and it 
was restricted to the sons of families loyal to the authority. As 
the People's Liberation Army gains the majority of its members from 
the rural inhabitants, the revolution has the duty to teach the 
fighters the principles of reading and writing. The Front confirms 
that mind leads the rifle and the militant must learn reading and 
writing besides the use of arms. $ 
About 75% of the members of the People's Army now know the princi- 
ples of reading and writing. People's Army centers and patient cen- 
ters have been turned into anti-illiteracy centers, visited by small 
and big members of the citizens. The revolution also established 
Some centers for eradication of illiteracy in the Western Region.

dysentery, trachoma, tuberculosis, and fevers - affecting in parti- 
cular the aged, pregnant women, and children amongst whom the rate 

of death rose remarkably. The People's Front faced this difficult 
situation, which is rendered more difficult by the escalation of 

the war and the barbaric methods of the enemy, with courage. It 
worked within the limited potentialities in its possession in order 
to take care of the health of the masses. Many of our militants were 
martyred in the battles as a result of the lack of adequate nurses 
and suitable medicines. The Front worked within its limited poten- 
tialities to provide the maximum limited treatment to the liberation 
army and the citizens in the following manner: 

1) A group of members of the People's Liberation Army was trained 
on medical instruction and first aid and was then distributed to 
military units and areas to extend first aid to the injured among 
the liberation army and the citizens. Liberation army centers are 
regarded as temporary medical centers for the citizens. 

2) With the dispatch of a new group for training as medical 
assistants and with the availability of brother doctors, the Front 
got the basic elements for forming the organised medical machinery 
scattered all over the areas the extending medical services to the 
liberation army and the citizens. The machinery was established 
in the end of 1972 under the title of the Medical Services Committee. 
The machinery undertakes the following services: 

a) First aid for injuries sustained from the aggressive war. 

b) Field treatment for many diseases. 

c) Provision of treatment to citizens as well as preventive 
medicine. 

Coming within the tasks of this machinery, is the administration 
of Martyr Habkook Hospital, where treatment is available for serious 
cases and those requiring the supervision of a specialized doctor. 


ACCOMPLISHMENTS OF THE REVOLUTION AT THE NATIONAL LEVEL 


Perhaps the most important national accomplishment realized by the 
revolution of 9th June is the merger of the People's Front for the 
Liberation of the Occupied Arabian Gulf and the National Democratic 
Front for the Liberation of Oman and the Arabian Gulf during the 
amalgamation congress held by the two fronts in Ahleesh in the libera- 
ted area in December 1971.

increased as shown in the following: 

1) Increase in the number of British officers in the army and 
intelligence to such an extent that the help of commando forces, 
on top of the SAS forces and the British Royal Air Force, was sought. 

2) Establishment of other British military bases in Oman in 
addition to the old bases and camps. 

The visit of Qaboos to London and the outcome of this visit re- 
inforces British involvement in the war in Oman. Qaboos announced 
that he asked Britain to extend him more British officers and advi- 
sers. Reuter news agency also reported that the British government 
agreed to increase its backing to Qaboos in his war against the 
revolution. 

We want to tell those who were deceived by the pronouncements of 
the Sultanate on its contribution to the national battle that the 
first requirement of a free political administration is to DE 
nS colonialist and not to call upon him to deepen his contro 
and influence.

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APPEAL TO THE SUPPORTERS OF THE REVOLUTION ON THE 
POLITICAL PRISONERS IN OMAN AND THE GULF 


The rightist news agencies and newspapers are imposing a news em- 
bargo on what is taking place in the area of Oman and the Arabian 
Gulf and on what is being faced by the free nationalists in their 
just and legitimate struggle to establish a national regime which 
liberates the national wealth from looting by foreign presence. 
Therefore, we urge all supporters of the revolution and liberals in 
all countries to-launch an extensive information campaign in order 
to expose what is taking place in the area. We wish to put forward 
to them the following facts? 

1) The regimes in the sultanate of Oman and the State of the 
Amirates, Qatar and Bahrain do not even have the simplest democratic 
rights guaranteed by the Human Rights Charter on detainment, appoint- 
ment of lawyers, or specification of a period for detention, etc. 
There is mishandling of the rights and basic freedoms of citizens. 

2) British intelligence machineries are directly administering 
all security affairs and are operating the round-up of elements 
suspected of being nationalist. This machinery extends its in- 
fluence all over the area. 

3) The arrests that took place without legal justification came 
under the pretext of suspicions against an honest man raising his 
voice in demand for his most basic rights. 

4) This great number of workers, intellectuals, soldiers, and 
employees and women was arrested without any specified charge and 
was thrown in prison without being forwarded to trial. 

5) All detainees were subjected to inhuman torture ranging from 
beating to deprivation of food and pulling of hair from the head 
and eyelashes as well as the pulling of teeth. Some of them were 
martyred under such torture. ۲ 

6) These detainees are still lying in the prisons without trial 
and still facing inhuman methods of torture and are not allowed to 
appoint a defense body for themselves. : 

What is required from all honest and nationalist forces is: ۱ 

a) An extensive information campaign is to be launched demanding 
the release of these nationalists or their trial in public courts, 
in which all honest defense facilities are extended under neutral 
supervision. Jurist organizations and democratic organizations must 
be contacted to send teams to investigate into the conditions of the 
detainees and to expose these regimes which boast wantonly of demo- 
cracy.

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POLITICAL COMMENTARY: THE 26 SEPTEMBER REVOLUTION 
AND THE REACTIONARY CONSPIRACIES 


The masses of the people in both parts of Yemen celebrated the llth 
anniversary of the revolution of 26 September, which crowned the long 
and heroic struggle of the masses in the northern part against the 
Imamic and feudalist rule of backwardness, injustice, and oppression 

۲ The northern part of Yemen was a fortress of backwardness, and the 
Himiduddin family was commanding this fortress, just as in our Omani 
homeland the al-Busaid family commanded the enslavement and oppression 
of the masses of the Omani people and betrayal of their national issues. 
Just as our people resisted all colonialist intruders and their puppets 
from the al-Busaid family over hundreds of years since the colonial- 
ists tried to invade our country and establish their feet on our be- 
eved soil, the masses of the people in the north also resisted with 
braveness the domination of the Hamiduddin family and its pore ee at 
ae enslavement. This people incurred tens of martyrs on ane 
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citizen Ali Duwaigher in the beginning of this month after giving 
him a specific period of exile. Where are those who claim that they 
are capable of standing in the face of the intelligence inside the 
Parliament? 

Moreover, the word "student" in a passport is enough to subject 
a citizen to prohibition from entering or leaving Bahrain and to 
interrogation, to the blacklist of the intelligence, and then to 
constant harrassment and watching. The daily living conditions of 
the masses in Gahrain are not better than this terror and repression, 
Our crushed masses nearly fail to get enough bread to live, with 
the soaring prices. The price of a bag of rice amounted to thirty 
dinars, four pounds of meat cost three dinars, and the prices of 
other basic materials such as milk, ghee, fruits, and fish, went up. 
Even gas pipes, which are in abundance in Bahrain, went up in price, 
although these pipes are given at cheaper rates or perhaps free by 
the monopolistic Alba Aluminum companies in order to buy off the 
workers. 

With the approach of the elections of the so-called Bahraini 
National Assembly, the masses are now receiving the preparations 
with great coolness as they regard it as a colonialist game. In 
the view of the masses, the forthcoming "National Assembly" will 
be of no more benefit than the "Constituent Assembly" which issued 
the constitution. The reactionary and colonialist authorities did 
not recignize it and threw it against the wall. They even launched 
reactionary laws and decrees contravening its constitution and it 
gave no attention to the problems of the masses, and encouraged 
citizens to leave Bahrain under the pretext of unemployment و‎ 
soaring prices and low wages. 

The reactionary authority is conducting the elections and regis- 
tering for it under repressive laws and continues harrassment of 
the progressive national forces. It also launches laws preventing 
gatherings and demonstrations as well as extensive campaigns of 
arrests among the masses of the people and honest national elements. 
After one meeting, the internal seminar held by the cultural committee 
of the National Union of Bahraini Students which aims at linking 
itself with the masses and at popularizing the union as a mass orga- 
nization, the authorities arrested the secretary, the assistant sec- 
retary, and the librarian of the Sitra Club, in order to interrogate 
them on these meetings and warn them not to repeat contact with the 
National Union of Bahraini Students and not to hold such meetings in 
the future. Interrogations are still going on with them. They are 
daily taken to the Special Branch headquarters. 

The intelligence machinery, disguised under the name of "Public 
Security," issued a decree prohibiting any meeting, seminar or gath- 
ering except with its own permission. It is within the power of this 
machinery to break up any gathering it wants to. On the other hand, 
the reactionary and colonialist authorities are continuing their sa- 
vage operations along with their repressive tools under the command 
of Henderson, against the nationalist detainees in the prisons of 
Bahrain. When the detainee reaches the point of exhaustion and faints 
as a result of the torture, these terrorist agents give him activating 
tablets to make him regain consciousness so that Henderson and his 
executionists can continue their criminal torture. As a result of 
these barbaric acts against the detainees, national poet Qassem
